PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CONVENTION. 


A Resolution Condemnatory of Mor- 
mon Polygamy. 

NEW YORK, October 16.~—in the jlfouse of 
Deputies of the Protestant. Episcopal Géneral 
Convention to-day, the Oommittee on the 
State of the Church presented the following 
preamble and resolution, which were recom- 
mended for adoption and ordered placed on 
the calendar: Whereas, The work 
of the Church of Christ and the best interests 
of Christian civiliz.tion sre seriously imped- 
ed in one ot these Terrttories of the United 
States by the existénce of polygamy, recog- 
nized by a large proportion ot the community 
as a religious institution; and 

Whereas, Polygamy is not only contrary to 
the law of God, but is also forbidden under 
severe penalties in the territories of the 
United States by act of Congress, which act 
has been Ceclared censtitutional by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States; therefore 

Resolved, That, the House of Bishops con- 
curring, while there ure peculiar diffical- 
ties in the+xecution et this law owing to re- 
ligious fanaticism, doubtless oftentimes sin- 
cere, by which the institution of 
polygamy ix updveld, und especial- 
ly to the fact that the interests 
of many innocent perscns are unhappilyin- 
volved, it is stillthe duty ot every Christian 
and citizen of this Republic to use 
bis influence to aid the United States 
Government in bringing about 


as speedily as possible the mercitu! but firm 
enforcement of the Jaw in regard to polygamy 
or bigamy in the Territories of the United 
States.

A NOTED WOMAN. 


Mme. Rachel and Her Art as a Female 
Beautifier. 
From the New York World. 


A report comes by cable of the death in 
prison at London of the celebrated Mme. 
Rachel, the so-called female beautifier, or 
enameler. Mme. Rachel, whose real name 
was Levi, or Levison, used to carry on busi- 
ness as a perfumer in the neighborhood of 
Bu lington Gardens. She advertised a pecul- 
iar treatment warranted to make the patient 
beautiful forever. and a large number of 
ladies whose personal attractions were fading 
availed themseives of her skill. Her process 
was to give one or two washes to her patient, 
which breught out frightful eruptions on the 
skin; then to decline to proceed further until 
a bargain was made 2nd the money paid, ter- 
rifying her patient at the same time by assuriog 
her that if the process ceased atthe particalar 
stage to which it had been cirried she would 
be, not beautiful, but hideous for the remain- 
der of her existence. Against one of them, 
the wife of an Admiral in the navy, Rachel 
brought an action for breach of contract, 
Claiming £1,000 as the price of the ‘‘restora- 
tion.’? Thejury, however, gave a verdict 
against her, and ber il! success in this lawsuit! 
propabiy was the cause of the famous trial at 
the Old Bailey in 1565, when Mme. Rachel 
appeared in the dock atthe suit of Mrs. Bor- 
redaile, one of her Qupes, on a charge of ob- 
taining money under false pretemses. Mrs. 
Borrodaile was evidently a woman of weak 
intellect and undoubtedly of advanced years, 
but on the strength of a promise from Mme, 
Rachel thatthe comeliness of youth should 
be restored to her and that she should marry 
Lord Ranelagb, she parted with over £5,000 
tothe impostor. A servant represented Lord 

tanclagh at several interviews and the lady 
was delighted, but Ler supplies of money 
gave out and Mme. Rachel had the hardihood 
to have her arrested for a breach of contract. 
This led to a revelation of all the proceedings, 
and after a short trial Mme. Liachel was sen- 
tenced to five years’ imprisonment. 
She could not have been liberated more than 
afew months when she had won back many 
of her old customers, and for some years 
continued driving a profitable trade. On 
February 25, 1878, she was again committed 
for trialonthe chargeof obtaining £200 by 
false pretenses from Mrs. C. l’earse, who had 
been induced to leave all her jewels in the 
impostor’s hands in consideration of being 
rendered forever beautiful. Mrs. Pearse 
was & married woman about twenty-four 
vears oldanda daughter of the celebrated 
tenor, Mario, and the wife of a stock broker. 
She was put through a course of washes, 
lotions and baths represeated by Rachel to 
be enormously expensive, immediately after 
which the usual rash broke out on her face 
and completely distigured ber. In this con- 
dition Rachel demanded more money and 
tbreatened if it were not forthcoming that 
she would discontinue the treatment and thus 
the patient would be hideous for life. Terri- 
fied by these threats Mrs. Pearse confessed all 
to her husband. Rachel was brought to trial, 
found guilty and condemned to penal servi- 
tuce for five years, which she had not served 
out when she was overtaken by death. 


Manufacturing Vaccine Matter. 
From the New York World. 

Dr. Martin, of Boston, was the first Ameri- 
can physician who, in view of the danger at- 
tending the use of vaccine virus taken from 
the human body, experimented successfully 
upon a return to Dr. Jenner’s original meth- 
od of using the bovine virus. Dr. Foster, of 
New York, and in 1867 Dr. Robbins, of 
Brooklyn, followed Dr. Martin’s example, 
and Dr. Robbins, with his associate, Dr. 
Lewis, is new engaged in the production ona 
large scale of virus derived from Beauzgeney 
stock, upon which they have *‘engratted” the 
celebrated Vincennes stock, to procure 
which Dr. Robbins made a special visit to 
France. Itis worthy of note, however, that 
the criginal stock is just as potent as ever, 
though its power varies accordiog to the con- 
stitution of the anima! from which it has been 
obtained. The modus operandi is 
to select the best calves—heifers being 
preferred—at an age Varying from 
tt few days to a year or even 
more, but the younger the better, the animals 
being the more easily handled. If the subject 
is asmall one it is thrown upon its side upon 
a table, and, iis fore feet and head being se- 
cured, its hind legs are stretched apart and 
spots upon the bel'y six or eight inches wide 
are shaved, and, if necessary, the epidermis 
or skin is thinned down. After this vaccina- 
tion, as in the ordinary manner, is proceeded 
with, the animai being retained in the one 
position for six or seven days, when the mat- 
ier is ready forremoval either into tubes or 
quills, and must be as clear as water or else 
rejectccd. Calves of the Jersey breed are pre- 
ferred. Drs. Robbins and Lewis have sent 
the vaccine to France, to Egypt. to China, 
Japau,and to all partsof North and South 
America. The greatestcare is taken to pro- 
vide that the calif which is to be vaccinated 
shall be in the best possible health. It is said 
that after a dav or two the calves do not ap- 
pear at all inconvenienced by their confine- 
ment, but munch their food with zest, and in 
fact get fat. During the summer animals 
which are ‘funder process” are kept in the 
country, it being found that they taorive bet- 
ter thanin town. There are many persons 
who now ‘‘manufacture’’ vaccine, while a 
number of heaith boards have gone into the 
business on their own account, the result 
having been everywhere most satisfactory.

John King. He kept the Planters’ House 
saloon, andthe old bar upon which forty 
years ago the opulent cotton planter leaned 
as he ordered his ‘*toddy,’’ and which during 
the stirring years of the war was polished by 
the sleeves of epauletted minioas of Uncle 
Sam, is stillin service.

It is a 
great mistake to believe all these stories about 
the fancy barkeeping of those days, for then 
we had no seltzer or ginger ale or apollinaries 
or vichy or anything like that to put ‘‘on the 
outside.’’

Remarkable Development of the Work 
of the Association. 


That the recent Fair was a grand success is 
recognized by every one who visited it during 
its continuance, and that it far surpassed al! 
previous ones in point ,of excellence of at- 
tractions, arrangements and government is a 
patent fact demonstrated by the satisfactory 
results. 

Ever since the Association was organized 
in 1855, the management have sedulously 
labored to wake each succeeding Fair a 
greater success than its predecessors, 
and though there were a few filuc- 
tuations, thev have realized the 
benefit of their endeavors. As the sue- 
cess of a Fair is necessarily dependent 
upon the interest it creates among the peo- 
ple, tke attendence thereforeis the best index 
to such success. A glance at the recvipts of 
the Fairs of by-gone days mav beinteresting 
at this time and will serve to show the.pro- 
gress mace. A great many people contend 
that a Fair is similar to 
a circus, that they are all 
alike,and monotonous. Thisis a mistaken 


idea, as the advancement of the people, the 
constant increase inthe products of science 
and ihe nuimerous inveations daily brought <o 
public hotice will always excite new interest 
and command attention. Il airs aflord the best 
opportunity of seeing these things, as well 
as all other imaginable products of nature, 
Toe first St. Louis Fair took 
place in 1856, one year after the organization 
Association. The receipts for 


along with a number of oi hers,were destroyed 
in the Lindell Hotel fire. Before the war the 
price of admission at the gate was twenty-five 
cents, and as those were ba!cyon days, when 
every one bad the two-bits to spire, the 
grounds were well patronized. The statis- 
tics shown here were obtained from Mr. G. 
0, Kalb, the Secretary of the 
association, who has been connected 
wiib the organization since its inception, and 
is now in bis twenty-sixtb vear as secretary. 
The gate receipts for 1858 were $29,680 25. 
Tt is was the third Fair. The fifth, given in 
1860, just prior to the war, when 4a 
su-pension of five years became 
imperative, brought in $27,031 05 as 
gate money. The years are not taken stc- 
cessively, as that wouid be unnecessary, the 
only object being to demonstrate the progress 
The dates given were 
tuken at random, but are good exponents of 
the increase. 
when matters were still topsy-turvy and had 
not yet resumed theold channel, was very 
successful, and is an evidence of the rapid 
recuperation of the country and the des?re of 
the people for advancement. The receipts 
for 1866 were $41,474.25; for 1867 $359,428 85. 
The latter was a bad year, in more senses 
than one, and business depression was almost 
urprecented. 

Skipping 1868, the following year, 1869, is 
reached, when the income at the entrances 
amounted to $51,881 30, the largest receipts 
of any fair up tothattime. The sutceeding 
year. was much better, and realized $35,- 
95600. The remaining years are given with- 
out comment, and speak for themselves:

OLD WORLD SWELLS. 


Some of the ‘Titled People Seen by 
Archibald Forbes. 
From the New York Times, 14th. 

Mr. Archibald ‘Forbes,the English war 
correspondent, delivered his lecture, ‘*Royal 
People I Have Met,’’ in Chickering Hall, last 
evening, to an audience not numerically large, 
but thoroughly in sympathy with the dis- 
tinguished journalist, which listened to his 
craphic portrayals with the deepest interest, 
und not infrequently interrupted him with 
applause. Mr. Forbes isa much younger- 
looking man than he really is—he has turned 
into the forties. His features are English,and 
his accent unmistakably so. He talks as he 
rides—like atrooper on the charge. When he 
began to read from his manuscript, his voice 
was pitched in a low tone, that troubled some 
of bis hearers to understand fully what he 
suid. His pace was tremendous, and it was 
only when ke had been talking a full quarter 
of an hour, and had got waimed up to his 
subject, that he reined in a bit and 
gave his audience the benefit of 
a clear, distinct utterance, The 
lecture was like his correspondence—inter- 
esting throughout, without adull paragraph, 


_ but bright, crisp, and in its. passages des- 


criptive of scenes or personages remarkable 
for its word painting. He prefaced it witb 
an apology to the effect that the decade be- 
ginning in July, 1870, had been to him one of 
remarkable events and ofscenes as shifting as 
they were stirring. In that period he had 


| been in India three times ;hadslooked in upon 


Stanley on the Zanzibar; bad eaten a Christ- 
mas dinner at the Schipka Pass; had been a 
prisoner halfadozen times, and had wit- 


the history of nations. He might be‘ par- 
doned, under such circumstances, for be- 
Jieving that a brief narrative, such as that he 
had prepared, wouldto many people prove 
interesting. Surely there was no egotism in 


| that. . With no further ceremony Mr. Forbes 


plunged into his lecture. 

The Franco-Prussian war had begun in 
earnest and the army of Prince Charles was 
in full marcb, when inthe market place of 
Saint Armand Mr. Forbes beheld the Kanper- 
or William. atquare-shouldered man, keen 
of eye, sharp of speech, kind of feature, who 
fortwo long heurs watched the German 
troops pass by. It was amusing to hear him 
reprove a man here for being out of step, or 
another there for carrying his needle-gun on 
the wrong shoulder. Mr. Forbes graphica!ly 
sketched the scene on the morning of the 
battle of Gravelotte, when the Emperor met 
his officers and the plans ofthe day were 
briefly outlined and each man was commis- 
sioned with his duties. The battle itself 
was given a line and then the speaker moved 
forwardto the capitulationof Sedan. On 
the morning after this event Bismarck, fresh 
hearty, clean-shaven, was estir early and 
rode out toward Sedan. A shabby-lookin 
carriage, containing a leaden- colored 
face, a man with a disheveled mus- 
tache, none other than the third and the last

Having satisfied himseJf that the Russiag 
tuocps meant fight andthe [Kussian general; 
meant to Jead them, Mr. Forbes started upon 
his return to the telegraph office et Bucharest, 
170 miles distant. Witbout waiting for rest 
he started upon his return, and bv riding al! 
that night, Wwearving ‘relay after relay of 
horses, he entered Bucharest the foliowing 
morning. Ignaticfiwas almostthe first man 
he met. Tbe Russian was startled. *‘Why, 
you’ve beaten our orderlies by hours,’’ ex- 
claimed he. ‘*‘You jmust see the 
Emperor by all mé@ans and at once.” In 
a dismuartied Turkish residence, with mud 
walls and floors, he found the Emperor, who 
shook his hands warmly and complimented 
bim on his celerity.

Cremation in Italy. 
From the Londen Times. 


The Italians are resolved to make ihe svs- 
tem of cremation as perfect as possible. The 
beadquarters of the institution at Milan have 
recently received a very singular addition. 
Its customers were confronted with a diflicul- 
ty which at first had not been anticipated. 
‘The difticulty was to know what they were to 
do with the ashes of their deceased relatives. 
It seemed improper that ordinary sepultture 
should follow so unusual a process as crema- 
ticn. The management at Milan has at last 
fcund its way out of the difficulty. Incine- 
ration is, after all, but arevival of an oid 
fashion, and it was only necessary to follow 
out the usages of its originators in order 
to cause all difficulty to disappear. The Cre- 
matory Temple at Milan is to have an annex, 
v\ hich will, in fact, be a cemetery. The mu- 
nicipality has already selected its architect 
and approved tbe plan which he nas furnish- 
ed. he cemetery, when completed, will 
differ as widely from an ordipary grave-yard 
as cremation differs from ordinarv sepulture. 
It will be an Etrusean building, 23 feet high 
by about 20 feet Jong, and wiil be furnished 
with recesses, 126 in numbe), according to 
the present design, in wl ich several cinerary 
urns can be placed. The authorities are so 
confident of the success of the undertaking 
that they bave crdered vaulis or catacombs to 
be constructed under the nave, and these wii! 
become the private property of families. The 
practice of cremation seemsto have made 
more way in Italy than in Germany, to which 
two countries of Kurope it has as yet beea 
almost entirely confined.

The Land League and the Roman 
Catholic Church both have fhe good of 
Ireland at heart.

The Land League has nothing to do with 
what the English press denounces as the 
agrarian outrages in the west of Ireland, 
but it would be nothing to the discredit of 
the Land League if it had. Wild justice 
is very shockimg and very rude and ill- 
bred when examined in Mayfair parlors, 
but to what other justice can the Irish 
peasant appeal? He does not examine the 
morality or the decency of his revenge, but, 
having a landlord like Lord Leitrim, for in- 
stance, who is a brute anda sot, and who 
has been grinding him into the dnst for 
years, itis not to be wondered that he will 
shoot him on opportunity. The peasant 
can not look at all sides of the question; he 
simply sees present evil and present es- 
cape, and the Land Leaguer should 
not be blamed because he occasionally 
mangles his oppressors. If England or 
the world wants the real disturbing ele- 
ment, it isto be found, not in the people 
who are hewers of wood and drawers of 
water for alien masters, not inthe Land 
League, Which is only the natural out- 
ecrowth of the troubles, but in the mush- 
room aristocracy which holds the land. 
The land-owning class in Ireland to-day 
are the sons of the pawn-broking trades- 
men and ferret-like attorneys who found 
a bonanza in the Encumbered Estates 
act, and who have pushed the old families 
from their seats. These people accept the 
rent but refuse all the responsibilities of 
ownerspi p, and they are the men who are | 
educating the Irish peasantry into lawless- 
ness andcrime. On their own heads fall 
the consequences of their own folly.

Around the Savior 
are arrarged eight angels, some of whom 
strike the clock bells, ovhers blow trumpets, 
others hold # curtain. behind the king, be- 
fore wbhow the citizens bow down reveren- 
linily.

The oid arms of the 
Palatinate wre set below. The whole work is 
In the siyle of the fourteenth century.
